But the fact that 
at least 90 per cent of all criminal cases 
coming before this body have had some 
saloon connection, direct or indirect, con- 
that the interests of public morals 
will subserved by a strict enforéement 
of existing ordinances governing the con- 
duct of saloons. disorderly 
houses, and similar ces are to be regu- 
lated and not suppressed then their regula- 
tion within the bounds of decency should 
be strict, constant, and unrelenting. 

Our evidence goes to prove that the gen- 
eral prevalence of vice and crime ts largely 
due to the laxity of Giscipline in the Police 
department. This fact gives the vicious and 
depraved a sense of security and’ license, 
which would not exist if the Captains, In- 
spectors, and Chief of Police were animated 
by a proper sense of their duties and those 
duties executed with energy and vigor. 
Those officers who testified under oath that 
when they issued an order they took no 
steps to ascertain whether such order was 
executed or not have, in our opinion, thereby 
confessed their unfitness for their positions. 
The public interests are not safe in the hands 
of officers whose indifference and ignorance 
amount to incompetency. The responsibility | 
for maintaining such officials in office must 
rest upon the Mayor. 

Would Bar Winerooms. 

We recommend that no license shall be 
issued to any saloon, restaurant or hotel, 
which has what is usually known as private 
wine or dining rooms used by only two per- 
sons of opposite sex. We also recommend 
that rooming houses and assignation houses, 
the existence of which it is the duty of the

Gibbons Thanks the Jury. 


The report was presented to Judge Gibbons | 


shortly after 6 o’clock. It was read in full 
and the latter then addressed the jurymen 
as follows: | 
On behalf of the public, so far aa I repre- 
sent the public, I heartily congratulate you 
on the good work you have done. The public 
has been brought to a realization of facts 
that men who hold publſ positions are not 
masters but servants of the people. I think 
this will have a healthy influence hereafter 
in respect to making public officials perform 
their duties and that much good will result 
from the recommendations you have made.

Three Witnesses Heard. ee 
The -· jury heard but three witnesses before 
its report was presented and its final ad- 
journment taken. Attorney F. A. Sawyer 
testified that $2,000,000 of special assessment’ 
rebates have been held up to draw interest 
in which the city does not benefit. Commis- 
sioner of Public Works McGann and City 
Controller Kerfoot then gave evidence as to 
the tangle in the special assessment rebate 
funds. The latter contended that a balance 
had not been made for thirty years, and that 
the books were in a chaotic condition which‘ 
only the evidence of former Controllers and 
months of inquiry could straighien out. 


„% The Best They Could Do.“ 

„It was the best we could do under the 
circumstances, said Foreman McCoy when 
the jury had adjourned. ‘“ Of the evidencea 
great deal had to be disallowed owing to 
the statutory limitation, and the remainder 
was not sufficiently strong to convict even 
if we had indicted—that is, in the case of 
city officials.”’ | 

Almost every member of the jury made 4 
statement on this line as they marched to 
the Criminal Court Clerk’s office and re- 
ceived $34 each for their services. , 


Comments of Mayor and Chief.. 

„ A business administration of Chicago does 
not pay, said Mayor Harrison when he heard 
of the report. The only kind of, an admin-

type of newspapers,’ politicians, and with 
some of the Judges we have there is no en- 
couragement for any other kind of an admin- 
istration.”’ 

Chief of Police Kipley was relieved that 
nothing further than a censure had come 
from the investigation.

“The Bellaire Stamping company was for- 
merly located in Bellaire,O. Ten years ago 
the plant was moved to Chicago and six 
years ago the buildings were destroyed by 
the fire. A factory was then erected in 
Harvey at a cost of about $75,000. An in- 
surance of $307,000, which represented 80 per 
eent of the actual value, was carried. 

The stamping works were located in what 
ts known as West Harvey. The plant oc- 
euplied a four-story brick building, with a 
frontage of 200 feet on Page avenué and 400 
feet along thé Chicago and Grand Trunk rail- 
road tracks. 

The cause of the fire is not definitely known, 
but according to the watchman the flames 
started in the furnace-room. The rapid spread 
of the flames is attributed to the large quan- 
tity of oils stored in the building. 

Twelve families, occupying apartments in 
the tenement ‘building at 6501-6505 Cottage 
Grove avenue, were routed by a fire early 
yesterday, which damaged the structure and 
its contents $5,000.

It is scheduled to go into 
effect on Jan. 2.

On the 
day following the two houses will meet in 
joint assembly for the purpose of declaring 
the result or balloting further in case no per- 
son has received a majority of all the votes 
in each house. es 

It is probable that the Senatorial caycus 
will be held on ‘the evening of Thursday, 
Jan. 17. This date—that is, the Thursday 
next preceding the date fixed for the ballot- 
ing—is in accordance with a rule, to which 
there have been few exceptions. 

Senator Cullom is now an aspirant for tue 
Senatorship for the fourth time, and never 
before has he encountered opposition so 
formidable.

But when he sought election for the third 
time (1895) three other Republicans were 
after his seat. These were William E. Ma- 
son, George E. Adams, and George S. Willits. 
John R, Tanner, then chairman of the Re- 
publican State Central committee, came to 
Springfield and assumed personal charge of 
Senator Cullom’s campaign. And before the 
caucus assembled his reélection was assured, 

There is a good deal of speculating just now 
as to how the balloting in the Senatorial cau- 
cus will be conducted—whether the ballot will 
be secret or whether it will be open, upon a 
roll call will be recorded.

The second and last v week of the opera sea- 
son began with the presentation of an opera 
entirely new to Chicago. Remembering this 
fact, the audience present last evening can 
but be declared a large one, for although we 
are fond of railing. at. managers because they 
use “only the old repertory,” we are not fond 
of 1 lending our patronage when, on rare oc- 
casions, a manager takes courage and offers 
us a novelty. The lower floor of the Audi- 
torium was two-thirds filled, and the con- 
clusion ig therefore justifiable that Chicago 
of Manager Savage's enterprising 


. Thomas’ “ Esmeralda ” has long 
been familiar to English opera-goers, the 
gifted composer having written it for the 
Carl Rosa company, which organization pre- 
sented ft throughout the length and breadth 
of Britain. It is a work abundantly suppiied 
with the graceful, natural tunefulness which 
make its composer’s songs and ballads so 
attractive, and to this tunefulness and to 
the good musicianship to which the score 
bears positive witness, the opera owes the 
success it has enjoyed. 

The book, founded on Hugo’s " Hunchback 
of Notre Dame,” is repulsive and unnatural 
to the extreme—a tale of licentiousness, and 
deep-dyed villainy that would put to blush 
the most lurid melodrama, The opera patron 
must, therefore, need forget the libretto’s 
worthlessness and worse if he would know 
the enjoyment the music van give. Not that 
the music is at any time strikingly dramatic 
or unusually powerful. It is mérely melodi- 
ous, well-made music, showing the hand of 
a composer whose gifts included refinement, | 
taste, and a creative talent which while un- 
deniably able, did not rise to the greatness 
of genius. 

Some effective, ensembles—the finales of 
acts II. and IV.—e love duet for tenor and 
soprano which rises to a telling climax, a 
good monologue for baritone, and — 
solos for soprano, tenor, and bass—these are 

the attractive points in the opera, and they 
make a creditable showing bo in quantity 
and quality. 

The performance given by the Metropoll-. 
tan company was a praiseworthy one. There 
is abundant work for the chorus, and this 
was performed with spirit and effectiveness. 
Miss Golden sang the title röle better than 
anything she has done here, the music lying 
well for her yodice and its lyric quality evi- 
dently appealing to her. Her acting was 
graceful and her appearance pleasing. The 
Pheebus of Mr. Sheehan was vocally thor- 
oughly enjoyable, his solo in act II. deserv- 
edly winning the heartiest applause of the 
evening. In action he was satisfactory, and 
as he dressed the part with a richness more 
befitting a Prince than a Captain of the 
guard he made an attractive figure. Mr.

COMMISSIONER GENERAL sAYs 
‘EXPOSITION WAS A SUCCESS. 


Declares That the Greatness of the 
United States Is Now Recognised by 
the Nations of the Old World and 
Asserts That No Other Country but 
France Made Se Good a Showing— 
Replies to Critics-and Explains Ex- 
pense Accounts. 


Ferdinand W. Peck, Commissioner General 
to the Paris exposition, accompanied by 
Mrs. Peck and his son Spalding, arrived in 
Chicago yesterday afternoon. They will re- 
main at the Auditorium Hotel for a few days 
before taking up their residence at 1826 Mich- 
igan avenue. 

The exposition was a splendid*success,”’ 
he sald. Of that there can be no doubt, 
and the magnificent showing made by this 
country is a source of great satisfaction to 
myself and the members of my staff, who 
labored faithfully and arduously that noth- 
ing should be left undone to make our show- 
ing what it should be. 

“Tt can be truthfully said that no other 
nation, with the single exception of France, 

made the showing that this country did. We, 
occupied not only a greater amount of space 
but also had more exhibiters. The general 
character of our exhibit was also pre- 
eminently fine and commanded a recogni- 
tion of the greatness of our country on 
every hand.“ 

When Mr. Peck’s attention was called to 
the criticism of some of his expense accounts 
he said: 

It is a fact that some of these items were 
not approved, but they were comparatively 
insignificant in amount and are not worth 
considering. I readily paid them out of my 


own pocket.“ 


His attention was also called to the state- 
ment he had paid from his own pocket the 
deficiency dt the American bar at the expo- 
sition. 

This is absurd,“ he said. I never knew 
before my arrival in this country of an Amer- 
ican bar at the exposition.”’ 

Mr. Peck said his report to Congress would 
be an extensive one, and he believed it would 
be found to contain much Informa- 
tion.

The figures of State 
and National banks show a gain of more than 
$62,000,000: over December, 1899, which is 
equal to nearly 20 per cent. At the end of 
this year deposits by country banks are at a 
low point, but they are much larger now than 
at the corresponding period in the previous 


highest figure on record, and indications are 
that they will continue te grow in the new 
year. Depesits.of all classes show a grawth 
over the preceding year. The increases in 
savings and city deposits reflect good times. 
When carried back to a period ten years 
ago the growth. of deposits is more striking. 
The total of the principal banks at present 
is about $317,000,000. In 1890 the aggregate

In the way of profits Chicago banks have 
had a good year, notwithstanding the na- 
tional election. Practically no losses were 
made. While rates for money have not been 
as high on the whole as in the previous year 
the demand was steady and good. Custom- 
ers have been demanding more money than 
was anticipated, showing the splendid cou- 
dition of business here. At no time did 
money rates get to the excessive figures of 
the fall of 1809, but speculation, which was 
primarily the cause of the high prices then, 
did not reach the same pitch in 1900. Money 
averaged about 4% per cent during the year. 
The foreign situation, which was acute in 
1899 and caused the Bank of England to raise 
its discount rate to 6 per cent for the first 
time since 1890, was not so serious at any 
time. Trouble was feared in Berlin, but the 
year passed without developments. In, De- 
cember rates were firm in New Tork“ and 
Chicago, owing partly to preparations for 
the payment of January interest and divi- 
dend disbursements, the largest in the his- 
tory of the country.

000,000 in 1900, an increase of 10 per cent. 
Both lines show a relatively smaller percent- 
age of increase than in 1899, the wholesale 
percentage of increase then ‘being 18% and 
the manufacturing 12%. But this decrease 
has no significance when compared with the 
total figures. 

It was a year of trade expansion. New sec- 
tions which will during 1901 use Chicago as a 
base of supplies were opened up in many di- 
sections.

any other. Prices as a rule were lower than 
prevailed during 1899, but collections as a 
rule were excellent, and the wholesalers of 
Chicago had altogether a satisfactory busi- 


figures as for the year previous, and about 
the same amount of goods were moved, Nar- 
row margins prevailed, making profits diffi- 
cult to realize. The sales of fancy groceries, 
manufactured specialties, and extracts were 
about equal to those of the year before, and 
prices about the same. In teas a fair busi- 
ness was done throughout the year, and at 
the close a quiet market prevailed. Prices 
ruled steady, and the cheaper grades were a 
shade lower, but in the better grades a 
scarcity prevailed which served to advance 
quotations somewhat. Stocks in the hands 
of wholesalers at the close of the year were 
not large, but probably sufficient to meet 
the demands of the trade until the crop of 
1901 comes into the market, which is about 
July 1. Country stocks were much depleted 
at the opening of the new year, owing to the 
generally prevailing belief among retailers 
that Congress would remove the duty. The 
Ways and Means committee, however, has 
reported against a change in this direction, 
and it is not probable that the present duty 
‘will be changed. The condition of affairs in 
China did not affect either supply or prices, 
the crop of 1900 being shipped rapidly, and- 
before any disturbance of business was felt at 
Shanghai, the main shipping point for China 
teas. There has developed no serious trouble 
or interruption to business in the tea growing 
districts of China up to the close of the year, 
and among exporters none is expected. 

At the close of the year coffee was sluggish, 
mo speculative demand existed, and no rise 
in quotations is looked for unless one should 
develop. Business for the year was large, 
the low prices and the rapid increase in con- 
sumption throughout the entire country hav- 
ing a healthy effect on the market. At the 
end of December coffee was from ic to 2c 
per lb lower than the highest point reached 
during the last fifteen months. The market 
fluctuated somewhat during the year, but 
at the close was steady. The outlook for the

Tobacca Profits Smaller. 


Sales of tobacco and cigars were increased, 
and prices of the former ranged a little 
higher than for 1899, although the market 
was steady and the advances made were 
slight and gradual. The bulk of the plug 
tobacco business is now controlled by the 
Continental Tobacco company. The advance 
in price has nat affected the consumer, the 


“Continental raising the selling price but leav- 
ing the markings of the plugs unchanged. 
This has served to reduce the profits of the 
retailer from the formef point of from 8 to 
10 cents per pound to from-5 to 8 cents per 
pound. 

The sirup and molasses. market was firm, 
the former being about ic per gallon lower 
than the average for 1889, and high-grade 
New Orleans molasses from 5c to 7c per gal- 
lon cheaper. Medium and high-grade cen- 
trifugal molasses showed a decline of about 
30 per. gallon, but low grades were prac- 
tically the samie price as in 1899. The enor- 
mous crop of nativé cane caused the falling 
off of prices, but the demand kept up during 
the entire year. ’ 
Sugar fluctuated from a low point of 5% 
per lb In April to the highest point reached 
in the last seven years, 6%c per Ib in July 
and August. At the close of the year quo- 
tations were around 5%c per lb. The falling 
off in price after August came from the ar- 
rival of the beet sugar crop, which reaches 
us about Oct. 1. Three years ago no beet 
sugar was made in the State of Michigan, 
which is now the largest producing State 
ot this product. The shipments to this mar- 
ket alone for last yeat will aggregate 700 
cars, which are of an average value of about 


‘ 


In canned goods the volume of business 
done was about the same as in 1899. Prices 
of all lines advanced, and were firm at the 
close of the year, with the exception of corn 
and tomatoes. Dealers anticipate an ad- 
vance in the latter but a decline in the for- 
mer. Prices generally bid fair to hold up 
to the new pack. At the end of the year 
offerings of canned fruits of all kinds were 
light, with a good demand. The pack was 
large, but sales on early futures were heavy. 
Prices were steady, with holdings in first 
hands light. In canned salmon the packers 
had a bad year, the catch being light. Deal- 
ers predict a failure of this industry, the 
runs of fish becoming lighter with each 
year, and extinction of this valuable fish 
being probable. The foregoing applies 
Columbia River and Puget Sound packers, 
the Alas pack being heavy, but sales for 
export were so great that little of this 
reached Chicago.

Increase in Drug Lines. 

Drugs—The volume of business of the last 
year in drugs was about 10 per cent greater 
than that of 1899. There was but little 
speculation and scarcely any manipulation 
of the market. The result of the Presi- 
dential election had & tendency to insure con- 
fidence and to promote transactions covering 
long periods of time. Leading staples were 
firmer than for the previous year and prices 
as a whole were higher. Quinine in 100 
ounce cans was quoted at 32c per ounce in 
December, 1899, and advanced gradually un- 
til it reached 39c in September, 1900.

. Bad Tear in Wool Trade. 
‘Wool—The year 1000 has been the most dis- 
ting from start to finish of any in the 
history of the trade. Prices have constantly 
declined for twelve months. The shrinkage 
in values has extended around the world, and 
some countries have seen a decline of about 
46 per cent, while in the United States it 
amounts to 20 to 35 per cent on the different 
grades. The reaction of the boom of 1800 
started with the new year and disappointment 
nas been encountered on every hand. Grow- 
ers in the West are still holding their clips for 
higher prices and dealers have their lofts 
filled awaiting the demand which has not yet 
presented itself. It is estimated that not over

Paper.—The business in wholesale paper for 
the year was larger than for the preceding 
‘one by about 15 per cent. Prices advanced 
early in the season, later fell off a trifle, 
again took a rise, and closed at a point thar 
made the average some 10 per cent higher 
than for 1899. The export trade, which in 
1899 was ata high ebb, fell off early in 1900

up in the fall. The home demand is really 
sufficient to meet the output of the mills, 
which justified the advance in price, and lit- 
tle attention was given to the falling off in 
exports.

Increase of 20 per cent in Hardware. 

Hardware.— The volume of business in all 
lines vf hardware showed a large increase 
over that of the previous year outside of the 
city. In Chicago sales of builders’ hardware 
fell off fully 33% per cent, but in general lines 
increased about 15 per cent. As the bulk of 
the wholesale hardware business is done out- 
side of Chicago a fair estimate of the trade 
of 1900 places it about 20 per cent in advance 
ot that of 1899. This would give an approxi- 
mate value of about $40,000,000 to the busi- 
ness of the year, the largest in the history 
of the city. Prices had a general decline, the 
average in all lines being about 10 per cent. 
This falling off still leaves valpes far ad- 
vanced over those of 1898. The most notice- 
able decline was in the price of nails, this 
article dropping from $3.75 to $2.75 a keg at 
one cut. Dealers started in with forebodings 
for the business of the year, the adverse con- 
ditions causing alarm being the active strikes 
and generally unsettled condition in labor 
circles throughout the entire country, and 
the further fact that it was a Presidential 
election year, the experience of 1896 in this 
matter being well impressed on the minds of 
all wholesalers. From the day of Bryan's 
nomination in 1896 up until after the result 
bad been announced and McKinley’s election 
assured business in all lines of merchandise 
was completely stagnated, but this condition 
did not prevail in 1900; indeed, trade was not 
in the least disturbed during the campaign 
months. Merchants generally ascribe this 
fact to the general confidence of the pur- 
chasing public in the success of the party of 
sound money and prosperity. 

Furs.—The volume of business dene by 
Chicago dealers in manufactured furs was 
about 50 per cent greater for 1900 than for 
1899. For several 
steady increase in this line until the amount 
expended for fur garments and fur trimming 
is estimated at close to $10,000,000 for the 
year just closed. Annually there is held a 
sale in London in the month of March which 
regulates the prices of all furs until the fail 
trade opens, when the prices are regulated by 
the demand. During 1900 values were ad- 
vanced by both the London sale and the de- 
mand when the season for buying began.

Prices were necessarily 
advanced somewhat by the increased cost 
of all raw material, nuts going up fully 50 
per cent by reason of the failure of crops in 
foreign countries and ourown. Chicago deal- 
ers are constantly increasing their territory 
for sales, shipments being made to Alaska, 
Texas, New Mexico, and the Philippines, a 
local manufacturer recently consigning 
60,000 lbs of choice goods to the port of 
Manila.

Prices fell off slightly 
owing to the fact that the demand was not 
up to the expectations of manufacturers, 
who, in consequence, found themselves at 
the opening of the season with an over- 
production confronting them. Conditions at 
the close of the year were considered favor 
able. 

Rubber goods—The immensity of Chicago's 
rubber trade is little understood by the gen- 
eral public. So universal has rubber come 
to be used that dealers estimate the volume 
of business in this city for the last year 
at fully $30,000,000. This was an increase 
of about 25 per cent over the preceding 
year. The price of all kinds of rubber goods 
was also increased by reason of the advance 
in cost of production as well as the increase 
in articles into whose composition rubber 
enters. Hose, belting, mechanical goods, 
horse shoe pads, and rubber tires for 
vehicles are the leading tines in this mar- 
ket, the last-named becoming so generally 
used as to constitute the largest single item.

fall. Not until about the middle of Novem- 
ber was there any free Eastern seft coal 
worthy of mention for sale by any of the 
agents of the best. grades, who were also 
restricted in their tonnage on contracts. 
Shippers by lake and rail of large amounts 
of soft coal placed orders freely for estimated 
maximum requirements. The early resump- 
tion of navigation by' the gpening of the 
Straits of Mackinac on April 10 enabled soft . 
coal shippers to get forward a large amount

The receipts of coal at Chicago from Penr- 
sylvania were 150,000 tons in excess of 1889; 
from Ohio the increase was 28, 000 tons; from 
West Virginia, 250,000 tons; from Illinol®, 
125,000 tons; and from Indiana, 200,000 tons, 
a total gain of 725,000 tons over the preceding 
year.

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HE year 1900 records an incréasé of the 
Chicago dry goods jobbing trade of at 
least 10 per cent. ~The Inst threh years 
have smashed records, 1 showing 

tze largest volume of distribution up 
to that time, 1800 following with another 
notable gain, and now 1900 surpasses them 
all. The conservative managers of leading 
houses’ unite in the opinion that even with 
this steady and rapid increase for three 
years past the merchandise situation at the 
end of the year is so healthy and encourag- 
ing that 1901 bids fair to take its place at 
the head of the procession of growing years. 
The spring distribution to this end is already 
assured and good crops are only needed to 
settle the increase for fall. Amount of 

stocks carried over by retaslérs is an im- 
portant item in forecasting a coming year’s 
business. Last spring’s consumption was so 
phenomerial that, although mérchants specu- 
Inted because of an advancing market, they 
Were able to unload, and are now buying 
for practically clean shelves. Fall business 
this year has not gained propertionately 
with the spring volume because of the 
diverting Presidential electicn and un- 
seasonable weather. There was no tempta- 
tion in the price situation, however, for mer- 
chants to buy heavily at the beginning of 
the fall season, 80 ‘that, alfhough mild 
weather has decreased their output, the first 
of the year does not find them ‘with large 
unsold stocks, The reorders zince election, 
whenever a touch of winter has been felt, 
are proof that merchants have as a rule 
kept close to shore, and will be in good shape 
for next year’s buying. It is safer than 
usual to of 1901 that any merchant who 
understa his business and atténds to it 
will have an unusual year.

Salesmen have been forced 
out into further territory east and south, 
and the large merchants of edjacent States

A sure index of prosperous conditions is 
that collections were. never better than in 
1900, and the percentage of niercantile faii- 
ures was never smaller in the West. The 
large Jump in volume of sales of carpets, up- 
holsteries, and all goods which indicate 
prospertty among the people is item of 
encouragement not to be over! . 

In dress goods the featnre throughout was 


| the favor for plaim cloths. Because of this 
domestic manufacturers made the bulk of 


the goods sold. Woolen waist cloths had a 
new popularity, and sneer woolens invaded 
the field in which silk was formerly su- 
preme. Wash goods in their season had a 
larger sale than ever before. Silks made 
up part of their loss to sheer woolens for 
waists by an increased use for linings. 
Gloves to retail at $1.50 had a call this year, 
in preference to cheaper qualities, as never 
before. Carpets, in spite of higher price be- 
cause of increased cost of production, had 
a successful year. Incredsing demand for 
. — is the feature of the floor- covering 
rade. 
In Knit goods the hosiery branch reveals 
the increasing demand for domestic made 
goods. In medium and lower qualities the 
foreigner is now ‘crowded out. Linens car- 
ried their usual sale at steadily advancing 
prices, with the tendency. still upwards at 
the end of the year in Huropean markets. 
White goods were favored by fashion during 
the year. Sheer materials, such as Indian 
} Hnens, Swisses, and Persian lawns, were at 
the top of the list. Laces had a boom year 
all through. No wash gown. seemed .too 
cheap to trim with lace elaborately, and no 
silk dress too elegant to receive the same 
treatment. In ‘cotton gray cloths, the basis 
of all printed r eden in price stead- 
ily through the year. During part of the 
year this carried the price of prints to a 
point where it interfered with their sale. 
In. cloaks, guits, and kindred lines, while the 
aggregate sales were near the average, they 
were nevertheless a disappointment. Al- 
though merchants bought sparingly of initial 
fall order, the unseasonable weather leaves 
them with a portion of their first purchases 
on hand, and the holidays, the last harvest 
days, gone. It was only the general prosper- 
ity that saved this year from being disas- 
trous. 

Last spring was a record breaker in milli- 
nery. The introduction of pastel colorings 
caused a demand for new goods of every 
kind in the fashionable shades. The fall 
season is in a more favorable condition than 
anticipated, considering unpropitious weath- 
er in October, the trade since holding ex- 
ceptionally good up to the holiday season. 
The feature of fall trade Is the unprécedented 
call for velvet. Unusual activity is also re- 
corded in millinery ornaments, and flowers 
in deep, rich colorings have been used ex- 
tensively for fall and winter.

Shoe retailers aré so 
stubbornly opposed to buying or selling shoes 
at higher figtires that their attitude forced 
shoe manufacturers and jobbers to act with 
great discretion, which reacted forcibly on 
the leather markets. And the great Amer- 
ican public may congratulate itself on get- 
ting more durable and artistic shoes each 
year. No matter how high leather rises, the 
shoe retailers appear to act unitedly as a 


and spurn the idea of changing the price 
labels on their offerings. | 
Probably the leading feature of the year. 
was the foreign démand for American shoes. 
For the ten months ending October, 1000, the 
Unitec States exported shoes to the value 
of $8,740,748, as against $3,024,600 for the 
similar period in 1899. This is encouraging 
from the fact that our shoe exports for the 
fiscal year ending. June, 1890, aggregated 
only $662,974. And American shoe manu- 
facturers, by means of competent repre- 
sentatives ahd judicious advertising, are eas- 
ily retaining their grasp of foreign trade, 
encouraged by brilliant prospects of further 
industrial triumphs. 
The domestic shoe business, as a whole, 
does not call for special comment. Shoe 
manufacturers have had rather a lean year, 
as leather has deen high compared with 
shoes. A few new faetories have been 
erected in Inis and Missouri the last 
year, and some of the old plants have been 
enla In size and output. Tan shoes de- 
clined in popularity, being replaced by the 
handsome and artistic glossy black leathers. 
The unwelcome and obstructive import tax 
of 15 per cent on foreign hides had a stim- 
ulating effect on domestic hide values, and 
if tanners had not resolutely curtailed pro- 
duction and bought hides sparingly prices 
would have soared dangerously. 
No specially new leathers came to the 
front. Tanners found that it was not profit- 
able to continue rainbow chasing, and bril- 
Ulant black has been the prevailing color in 
upper leather for medium and fine shoes. 
„ Automobile red is prominent among sam- 
ples for next spring and summer and may 
rise to the dignity of success. | 
The popularity of automobile carriages has 
helped the sale of carriage leathers, and the 
growth and prosperity throughout the coun- 
try is reflected in the satisfactory consump- 
tion of furniture leathers. American glazed 
kid is not only popular in the United States 
and Canada, but is also a prime favorite in 
Europe. For the ten months ending October, 
19000, our exports of glazed kid were $1,380,- 
‘457, as against $996,602 for 1899. The aggre- 
gate exports of American shoes, leather, 
harness, saddies, etc., for the ten months 
ending October, 1900, were $22,331,002, as 
sip $21,906,620 for the same period én 


Sole, harness, and saddl leathers do not 
invite special attention. ather belting 
manufacturers have had a busy year keeping 
new and old machinery harnessed for hard 
and rapid work. The glove industry has 
prospered, and Chicago can boast of having 
the largest glove factory in America, with 
a daily output of 12,000 doz pairs, from the 
finest kids to the cheap working mitts. 

California tanners are sedulously cultivat- 
ing Asiatic markets for American leathers 
and achieving marked success. 

During 1900 no large combinations of 
plants and capital occurred in the shoe and 
leather trade. The sole leather corporation 
(the United States Leather company) and 
the upper leather corporation (the American 
Hide and Leather company). are still plod- 
ding along, and here and there a small bunch, 
say three or four tanners, have combined to 
employ one man to buy their raw material, 
and one selling agent to dispose of their 
finished stock. 

Beyond the steady consumption ot staple 
leathers for use and protection of men and 
animals there is a growing tendency to 
utfilige the beautiful colored leathers that 
are being put on the market for purposes of 
art and decoration. Leather is unlike any 
other material and cannot be successfully 
imitated. Therefore, the fascinating leathers 
produced by skillful tanners are inducing 
many people of taste and refinement to.use 
them instead of linen, silk, cotton, etc., for 
adornment. 

The new century finds the hide and leather 
trade and its attendant industries in sound 
and healthy condition. And there never was 
a time when its followers have been freer 
from those influences and characteristics 
which invite panic and disaster.

Chicago and vicinity are the

Chi- 
cago is the greatest furniture’ producing 
town in the country, far exceeding the 
famous city of Grand Rapide in the quan- 
tity of its output, though not to such an ex- 
tent a leader in styles. A great deal of cheap 
and medium grade furniture is made in Chi- 


maple, oak, and finef hardwoods. In addi- 
tion almost every manufacturing industry, 
even to its foundries and machine shops, are 
consumers of lumber. All these things com- 
bine to make Chicago a great lumber market 
regardlese of the building trade. 

In all these lines the year has been a good 
one, afd the lumber consumption thereby 
occasioned has maintained the local trade 
at a higher point than would otherwise have 
been possible. The activity has not been as 
great as during last year, but it is probable 
that the total consumption has been no 

During the year there has been a decided 
falling off in the requirement for bullding 
lumber owing to conditions which have prob- 
ably taken more space for their conesidera- 
tion in the columns of Tus TrRipune than 
any other subject of a transient character. 
Nevertheless the consumption has been suf- 
ficient to build no mean city. The effect of 
the strikes was greatest in sections of the 
city where they were most noticeable, but 
building has gone on, handicapped to be sure, 
but persistently in all the outlying sections 
of the city. | 

Up to Dec. 1 the total receipts of lumber tn 
the Chicago market were 1,376,429,000 feet, 
against 1,579,364,000 feet in 1899, a decrease 
of 202,785,000. This decrease was due main- 
ly to the decline in the demand of the build- 
ing trades and partly to extraordinarily 
heavy receipts late last year, resulting from 
the extraordinary trade conditions then pre- 
valling all over the country. Prices were 
high, stocks were light, and there was a 
grand rush to secure supplies. 

There has been a slight increase in ship- 
ments of lumber during 1900 as compared 
with the previous year. Until Dec. 1 this in- 
crease was nearly 34,000,000 feet, or about 
25,000 carloads, or 1,000 25-car trains, or 
about three such trains a day for every work- 
ing day in the year. Such a statement of the 
mere matter of increase will indicate to the 
general reader something of magnitude 
in bulk of the lumber business. 

The total shipments during the eleven 
months of the year were 709,125,000 feet. 
This increase in shipments was due. to the 
fact that the lumber trade of the year 
throughout all the country tributary to Chi- 
eago, and in fact everywhere throughout the 
United States, was of a hand to mouth char- 
acter—that is to say, lumber dealers and 
consumers other than wholesklers have car- 
ried small stocks of lumber and have been 
obliged to buy to meet their daily or weekly 
necessities. The result of such a condition 
was that orders were largely for mixed car- 
loads of lumber, several kinds going ina car, 
and when it was wanted immediate shipment 
was demanded. Under such conditions «& 
large market like Chicago has an advantage 
over smaller ones and over producing points 
where, perhaps, the assortment may not be 
complete and the stock is not available im- 
mediately to fill such an order, It will be 
seen, therefore, that the wholesale shipping 
trade of Chicago has improved during the 
year, notwithstanding that the aggregate 
business of the Chicago lumbermen has da 
» creased. 
The price movement of the year has shown 
marked fluctuations, or, rather, a heavy de- 
cline in values, with a partial recovery. The 
year began with prices as high on the aver- 
age as ever known. There have been times 
when perhaps individual items were higher 
than a year ago, but never before was the 
general range of values 80 high. This re- 
sulted from a long period of light produc- 
tion and an increase of manufacturing ca- 
pacity, if any, not equal to the increase in 
population and the natural demand of the 
country.

BIG YEAR 


IN LIVE 
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STOCK BUSINESS. 


Fifteen’ million two hundred thousand 
head of live stock, with a valuation of $268,- 
600,000, is Chicago's record for 1900. The 
valuation was nearly $30,000,000 larger than 
in 18990 and $15,000,000 larger than in 1892, 
the previous banner year. High prices 
characterized the year, a load of 1. 402- 1b 
Aberdeen-Angus show caitle selling to Ar- 
mour at $15.50 per 100 Ibs, the highest price 
on record. Average prices for all grades of 
cattle were high, there being only one year 
higher since 1885. Hog prices were also 
high, -with only one year higher since 1888. 
Sheep and lambs 2 at the higliest prices 
recorded since 1892. and horses averaged 
thé highest in about ten years: Native beef 
cattle ateraged $5.15, hogs $5.05, sheep $4.55, 
and lambe $5.90 per 100 Ibs, and horses about 
$116 per head. The valuation, in round fig- 
ures, was as follows: Cattle, §136,400,000; 
calves, $1,625,000; hogs, $102,700,000; sheep, 
$16,525,000; and horses, $11,461,000. With an 
average attendance of 50,000 daily the In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition, held at 
the Chicago Stock-Yards Dec. 1 to 8, was e. 
wonder. Something like $50,000 was awarded 
to the prize-winning cattle, hogs, and sheep.

THE DANISH ISLANDS. 
| The United States government has of- 
fered Denmark three and a quarter million 
dollars for its West India Islands. It is 
understood that that country is willing to 
sell, but before the three islands in question 
ean become American property the consent 
of the Senate will have to be obtained, 
That consent was refused many years ago 
when the United States needed the islands 
for use as a naval station in the West 
Indies. It has Porto Rico now and the 
Danish islands are less valuable for naval 
purposes than they once were. For other 
purposes they are of little value. They have 
a small population, which produces and con- 
sumes little. ; 
The Danish Antilles can be had now for 
about half what President Grant was 
willing to pay for them, and if purchased 
they can be governed with much less dif- 


the United States. Nevertheless, they are 
not needed. From a purely business point 
of view they are not worth the price put 
on them. There may be one reason, how- 
ever, which will make their purchase ad- 
visable. This reason may have been the 
eause of the negotiations for their pur- 
chase.

ease. This country cannot with propriety 
refuse to buy these islands and at the 
same time object to their sale by Den- 
mark to Great Britain, Germany, or France.

Germany has not and 
probably would be pleased to acquire a 
naval station there. 
When the Senate comes to consider this 
matter the question will be not so much 
whether the United States needs these is 
lands as whether they shall pass from 
the hands of Denmark into those of some 
more formidable European power, 


_ CHICAGO’S GREATEST NEED. 
“The greatest need of the city,” said 
Mr. A. C. Bartlett to the members of the 
Marquette club last Saturday, “ is the need 
of a thorough awakening of our citizens 
to the responsibilities of citizenship. . . . 
We have handed over to the machines of 
our respective parties the preliminary work 
which precedes ‘every election, and when 
the time comes for us to deposit our bal- 
lots we either do so ignorantly or reluc- 
tantly or we avoid the polls altogether.” 
This unwillingness to take part in “the 
preliminary work which precedes every 
election is not confined to Chicago. There 
are on the New York City registry lists 
the names of 640,779 voters. Of these 
voters only 462,140 have enrolled with the 
different parties and thus secured the right 
to vote at primary elections. Of the per- 
sons who are enrolled only about 70 per 
cent go to the primaries, Therefore about 
one-half the registered voters do not par- 
ticipate in the election preliminaries. 

Of these abstainers some are men who 
prefer 2 to be affiliated with any polit- 
ical party, believing they can serve the 
publie interests more effectively as inde- 
pendents. Their number is increasing in 
Chicago and doubtless in New York. But 
the great majority of the registered voters 
who do not go to the primaries in Chicago 
or New York are men who call themselves 
Republicans or Democrats and vote pretty 
steadily for party candidates in whose se- 
lection they have had no voice. Occasional- 
ly these selections offend them exceeding- 
ly and then they refuse to vote or vote for 
the candidates of the other party, who often 
are no better than the nominees of their 
own. 

It is indeed the greatest need of Chicago 
that the citizens who have handed over 
to the machines the preliminary work 
of election should be awakened to a sense 
of their political responsibilities. It they 
could be, better men would be elected to 
office and the city, county, and State would 
be better governed than they are. But 
that which is most needed is often the 
hardest to get, Certainly it is in this case. 
The business-men of Chicago are intelli- 
gent, but they will have to be reasoned 
with a long time before they can be con- 
vinced that their duty as citizens, their 
interests as business-men, require them to

WESTERN INSORANCE AFPATRS IN 1900, 


HE heaviest fire insurance losses ever 
known in the history of the United 
States and Canada are recorded for 
1900. They will foot up to over $160,- 
000,000, an increase of about $28,000,000 

over the figures of 1899. The Western and 
central field has had its full proportion of 
these losses, which have cut deeply into the 
surplus of many companies and driven the 
weak ones to the necessity of reinsurance on 
a large scale or into liquidation. Few com- 
panies will be able to show a large profit for 
the business transacted in 1900, while many 
will have balance sheets with losses footing 
up to good-sized amounts. 

All the responsible insurances companies 
in the Western field are looking over their 
business with a view of securing rates in 
1901 that will fit the hazard in every risk 
taken. This is on a basis of 55 per cent loss 
ratio, 85 per cent expenses, and 5 per cent 
profit, with 5 per cent for contingencies. 


These are close figures on the big losses of 


1900. However, the regularly licensed com- 
panies do not desire or wish to take as a basis 
the tremendous losses that have occurred 
during the last twelve months, but inst

Western Union’s Meeting at Niagara, 
The Western union held its semi-an- 
nual meeting at Niagara Falls, N. Y., last 
September, and took up a line of action for 
reorganizing rates throughout the Western 
field outside of cities maintaining local 
boards. Rates have been abnormally low on 
many classes and the matter of framing new 
tariffs was placed in the hands of the Govern- 
ing committee of the union, which has 
already gotten out new schedules on grain 
elevators, packing-houses, and wood-work- 
ing plants. The advance ranges from 5 to 
65 per cent over the former tariff sheet. 
James M. De Camp of Cincinnati was elected 
President to succeed George T. Cram of St. 
Louis, and John P. Hubble of Chicago took 
Joseph A. Kelsey's position as Secretary. 
The outgoing officers were given a vote of 
thanks for their services during two terms. 


Chicago Underwriters’ Association. 


The Chicago Underwriters’ association was 
reorganized the early part of 1900 by changes 
in the by-laws, the installing of an Inspection 
bureau on a large scale, centralizing the di- 
rection of the workings of the association in 
the hands of Manager H. H. Glidden, with 
power to make appointments, and enlarging 
the powers of the Executive committee. 
Under the able administration of President 
Clarence S. Pellet the affairs of the under- 
writers have prospered, Tariff ratings ‘in 
Chicago were placed on a basis where the 
rate is equal to the hazard and risks that are 
not up to the standard set down by the build- 


ing ordinances of the city have to pay for all 


deficiencies. The result after several months’ 
practical working has been quite satisfac- 
tory and the regular companies doing busi- 
ness in Chicago will be able to present an- 
nual statements shortly that will show that 
1900 was not unprofitable locally, even if so 
in other sections of the country. 


. National Local Fire Agents. 

The National Association of Local Fire In- 
surance Agents held a most successful an- 
nual meeting at Milwaukee during the latter 
part of last August. The attendance num- 
bered over 900 and the interest taken by the 
local agents from all parts of the United 
States was manifest in the proceedings. The 
most notable feature was the plan for bot- 
tiling up the non-resident and foreign bro- 
ker, which was presented at the meeting by 
Chairman C. S. Pellet of the Committee on 
Resolutions and unanimously adopted. It 
was in the form of a request to companies 
to decline to write for non resident brokers 
upon the property of resideats, wit special 
restrictions for writing for non-résidents. It 
was alse proposed that all lines must be 
placed with regular companies and not di- 
vided one-half in responsible companies and 
the remainder with any concern that would 
take arisk. The companies have given their 
coéperation to the plan, and it is maintained 
in Chicago with good results. The local 
agents declared in favor of sole agencies and 
against overhead writing. George D. Mark- 
ham of St. Louis was elected President to 
succeed C. H. Woodworth of Buffalo and 
Frank F. Holmes was reslected Secretary, 
which continues the headquarters of the as- 
sociation in Chicago. The place and date 
for the next meeting have not yet been se- 
lected. 


Insurance Fire Patrol Servi

mer of the Chicago Board of Underwriters, 
which controls the insurance fire patrol serv- 
ice, showed the organization to be in a most 
prosperous condition.

During the year 4,647 deaths were reported 
to the Coroner, and in these a total of 2,218 
inquests were held.

Much remained to be done, however, to 

complete long matured plans, and a policy 
had to be outlined and adopted to meet the 
eventual needs of water supply demanded 
by the Sanitary District law. In completing 
the work, the dredging of the Chicago River 
had to be prosecuted so as to give a depth 
of twenty feet below a flow line sloping 
from the lake to Robey street. The by- 
passes extending from Adams to Van Buren 
street were completed and put in commis- 
sion in April, to the great relief of naviga- 
tion. 
The work of securing lands adjacent to 
the river has been steadily prosecuted, and 
the lands acquired have been excavated and 
docks built on the lines of the widened river. 
The board early in the year considered the 
availiable methods of securing a water sup- 
ply adequate to the ultimate demands of the 
Sanitary District law and adopted on June 
6 an ordinance providing for enlarging the 
Chicago River south of Twelfth street to a 
uniform width of 200 feet. Plans have been 
prepared for nine bascule bridges to replace 
swing bridges now spanning the river. 

In the interest of navigation the Sanitary 
Trustees have used their best efforts to have 
the national government continue the work 
which Chicago has begun by making a 
navigable waterway from Lockport to St. 
Louis and using the sanitary channel as a 
link in such a marine thoroughfare. To this 
end the board visited Washington in March 
and presented a memorial to Congress favor- 
ing the construction by the United States 
of a deep water route by way of the Chicago 
Sanitary and Ship Canal and the Desplaines 
‘and the Illinois Rivers to — Mississippi.

WORK DONE ON SOUTH PARKS. 


Commission Spends $75,000 for Im- 
provement and Maintenance Dur- 
ing the Year. 


The South Park commission during the 
year spent $75,000 for improvements and 
maintenance and $33,000 in paving and main- 
taining Thirty-third street, between Michi- 
gan and South Park avenues. This latter 
money was raised by special assessment. 


Jackson Park was finished. Work was re- 
sumed during September on dredging in the 
lagoon along the tennis court and the sand 
was spread to grade on the baseball field.
